The Canada-Québec Subsidiary Agreement on the Economic Development of 
the Regions of Québec was signed on June 9, 1988. It is the 12th such 
subsidiary agreement made under the 1984-1994 Canada-Québec Economic 
and Regional Development Agreement (ERDA). 


The Subsidiary Agreement has a term of five years and will inject $820 million 
in economic development funds into the various regions of Québec, which are 
divided into two blocks, the resource regions and the central regions (See maps, 
orice bey) 


The purpose of the Subsidiary Agreement is to stimulate, in the resource 
regions: 


business development 

technological research and development 
natural resource development 

strengthening of economic infrastructure, and 
human resource development 


Programming for the central regions under the Subsidiary Agreement is geared 
to the following main axes: 


e improvement of manufacturing productivity 

e industrial adjustment and business assistance 

e assistance for innovation, industrial design and technological 
development 

e strengthening of Montréal’s high performance sectors, and 

e assistance to disadvantaged areas 


The Subsidiary Agreement covers some 30 concerted, complementary or joint 
programs run by departments or agencies of both governments operating in the 
major sectors of the economy.
